Mr. Noe turned. over vour manuseript to me whieh I am herewith 
returning. I have rand it with mich interest and have two comments to make, 
Where you speak of hanmered dollars, on page 2; I alvays understood these 
were the rough odd-sha ved pieces mde before 1734 and had on them the arms 
of Spain in a shiciad on one side and the lion anicastle én the angles of a 
cross on the other. I think I am familier with Mexienn coins and have never 
seen or heard of the later Mexican coins with the kine'’s Lead on them being 
effaced after the revolution. Unless you hove positiive euthority for so 
saying I wuld consider the hammered dollars sinply the old type, 


Where you speak of the different issues of paper money, I 
think you are decide ly wrong. There sere several issves and not two - the 
first, as you state, was printed from type. These were a temporary issue and 
a few months iater when the engraved notes came they were put out,both bear- 
ing ten per cent interest. Then cane three other series of notea issued by 
the Treasurer of the Republic of Texas according to Act of Dec. 14, 1857, 
the first series being Act of June 9, 1857. The next series simply stated 
By Act of Congress without date was issued at Austin. The red backs you 
mention then cane in. These are dated 1839 and 40 and are signed by Lamar, 
Then to end up with, we have another series, The Treasurer of the Republic 
of Texas notes mostly dated in 1841. The Treasurer notes are all for one, 
two and three dollar denominations. As you are writing on Texas currency I 
think you should dwell a little more on their notes which are really quite 
famous. We have in our library a nuyber of accaunts of these notes as they 
have been pretty well written up. I do not know where you could publish it. 
It is out of our line and the Numismtist has published Texas notes at least 
four times in the past twenty years. I beg to remain
